Birth Control In the Fox Valley 
Catholics Nearing Time fo Decide on 'The Pill'

A joung couple walked down 


the steps of the rectory, bewil- 
dered at what a youthful priest 
had said moments before. 


The Catholic c'eric told the 


pair they shouldn't have qualms 
cf conscience over using ''the 
pill" in their marital life. Many 
priests would term the advice 
''irresponsible" and label the 
cleric as a "renegade." 


But for the young couple, who 


had been brought up in tradi- 
tional 
Catholic 
thought 
and 


hadn't felt the church's pulse in 
recent years, that priest's words 
signalled that something new 
was happening in the church. 


The official Roman stance has 


not changed. Nor is it anticipat- 
ed that Pope Paul VI will make 
a pronouncement on birth con- 
trol in the near future. 


However, in the past four 


years, the practical advice giv- 
en to married couples in face-to- 
face consultations with parish 


priests, either in corfession or 
in priva'e counseling, has radi- 
cally changed. 


Prior to the arrival of the pi", 


most priests wou'd deny absolu- 
tion to penitents who would not 
promise to stop practicing birth 
control through' artificial means. 
Devices which prevented con- 
ception 
were 
strongly con- 


demned because they "frus- 
trated" the marital act and thus 
went against naura! law. 


Certain Conditions 


The pill has altered that 


thinking. Few priests will use 
the natura! law argument and 
one Fox Cities priest claimed 
that fewer yet would refuse 
absolution. 


In fact, another priest esti- 


mated that more than half of 
the young parish priests in the 
Fox Valley would permit the 
use of the pill under certain 
conditions. 


However, 
no "responsible" 


priest woa'd give a blanket 
endorsement of the use of the 
pill by married couples, recent- 
ly interviewed Fox Cities priesis 
fee! 


Tne pill is r.ot considered an 


evil in itself by most Catholic 
clergymen. "Intent" comes in'o 
play in determining the moral- 
ity of the use of the birth 
control drug. 


Many priests okay the pill if 


the 
intent is to regulate a 


menstrua: period. Others ap- 
prove its 
use 
in cases of 


'"severe emotional distress bor- 
dering on mental illness." Their 
guiding light is the principle of 
double effect, where the preven- 
tion of conception is the second- 
ary, not the prime, result. 


Very few would permit the 


piil to be used primarily as a 
birth control device. But their 
numbers are increasing as some 
theologians label the traditional 
Church ban on artificial birth 
control "doubtful." And the long 


standing rule of thumb for 
moralists is that a doubtful law 
does not biro.

How Bad Is /Marijuana? 


The dispute in Madison over an editorial 


In the University of Wisconsin Daily 
Cardinal advocating the legality of the use 
;of marijuana is mostly an echo of disputes 
In the past when stalwart citizens became 
alarmed over what the next generation was 
up to. But the increased use of narcotics 
and other drugs by students is a serious 
national matter. 


University students often have an 


annoyingly logical way of confounding 
their elders. Thus those who defend the use 
of marijuana point out, and generally quite 
accurately, that the widespread use to 
excess of alcoholic beverages is a lot more 
dangerous both to the user and his fellows 
than is smoking a marijuana cigarette. 
They also stress that marijuana is not habit 
forming in that it causes no chemical 
changes in the body such as heroin does. 


The advocates of the continued prohibi- 


tion by law argue that the users of "pot" or 
"grass" often do not know what they are 
doing and do sometimes commit acts of 
violence. They also point out that the 
marijuana user is apt to graduate to heroin. 


There is a wide difference between 


marijuana and the real habit-forming drugs 
" which eventually cause serious physical and 
mental degeneration. There is a difference 
too between marijuana and LSD, which 
apparently can cause serious emotional 
disturbances which do not disappear when 
-the user comes back from his "trip." In 
comparison marijuana is seemingly innocu- 
ous. 


But the trouble is that a great many 


Americans are becoming in fact addicted to 
a great many things. Tighter federal laws 
are aimed at controlling the openhanded 
sales of barbituates, tranquilizers and pep 
pills. Obviously the chain smoker and the 
habitual user of aspirin or a cough 
medicine cannot be compared to the heroin 
addict. But even the individual who can't 
seem to function without a couple of cups 
of black coffee in the morning has let a 
physical indulgence get the better of him. 
But it is when any addiction interferes 
with his life that the matter becomes 
serious. Statistics do seem to indicate that 
the greatest threat of all is alcohoL But it 
has not been demonstrated whether this is 
true because alcohol is generally accepted 
or because it has become a symbol of 
maturity because of our legal age laws or 
because it is just quite easy to get drunk. 
As a Yale student said of the various 
narcotics, especially marijuana on the 
campus, "the true vice Is alcohoL" 


In all probability the users of heroin on 


the campus are few because few users 
could possibly manage to keep up with 
academic studies. The experimentation 
with LSD is a real problem and only 
common sense on the part of university 
students will really keep it under control 
since it is so simple to manufacture. 
Marijuana smokers are variously estimated 
at from 1 to 40 per cent of many student 
bodies. If this is the fastest growing student 
aberration, we need some more research 
into just what marijuana does and how 
serious are its immediate and long-reaching 
effects. 


The Future of Educational TV 


The renewal of the plan of the 


Coordinating Committee for Higher Educa- 
tion for an educational television network 
In Wisconsin and President Johnson's 
recommendation last week for a public 
corporation for non-commercial television 
points to a careful decision which must 


. soon be made by the nation and the 


taxpayers of Wisconsin. 


There are now 124 educational televi- 


• sion stations in the United States, operated 
" by public school systems, universities, state 


agencies, and municipalities. There is 
general agreement that educational televi- 
sion represents an instructional tool which 
should be used to a greater extent than it 
has been used thus far in the United States. 


While there may be room for criticism 


- of the Federal Communications Commis- 


sion for a lack of pressure on commercial 
television to provide programs of a cultural 
or educational nature, it is safe to say that 
commercial television has largely aban- 
doned this effort in the competition to 
satisfy what it regards as the interests of 
the mass audience. 


But the questions are how can the 


nation afford an educational television 
system and how can it be organized against 
the worry of federal control over programs. 
A five-year program which provided S32 
-million in federal aids for matching grants 
for educational stations, 
for example, 


expires this June, and Congress doubtless 
will be asked to extend the program, costs 
of the Vietnam war to the contrary. 


The President's message drew on two 


1966 reports in the field from the Carnegie 
Commission and the Ford Foundation. 


The Carnegie Commission's three major 


proposals were creation of a non-profit 
"federal corporation for educational televi- 
sion to be financed with government 


.'appropriations and private grants, a two 


per cent excise tax on television sets to 


The Beer Drinking Age 


Highway safety and beer-drinking by 


minors at first glance seem to be strange 
bedfellows. Yet statistics being presented 
by Gov. Warren P. Knowles in his drive for 
raising the beer-drinking age to 21 
throughout the state prove otherwise. 


Knowies says that about two-thirds of 


Wisconsin drivers between 18 to 20 
involved in fatal accidents during the last 
year had an amount of alcohol in their 
blood indicative of intoxication. The gov- 
ernor claims that areas which permit teen- 
age bars, or "beer islands'1 as he calls them, 
have created a new problem on the 
highways. Knowles also feels a majority of 
the state's citizens have indicated prefer- 
ence for a minimum age limit of 21, 
referring to communities with such lavs 
which comprise 63 per cent of the state's 
population. 


Toward a Longer Life 


A well known biologist. Dr. Bentley 


Glass, has predicted some changes in 
mankind which he thinks will come about 
by the year 2000. 


By then Dr. Glass says man should be 


free of the penis of hunger and infectious 
diseases. He will be able to replace 
defective parts of his body much easier 
than is now accomplished. To avoid 
"detrimental mutations'' from an unfor- 
tunate combination of genes, future par- 
ents may go 1.1 for "prenatal adoption" 
whereby laboratory embryos could be 
Implanted in the uteruses of women. This 
•method could also be used among sterile 
couples All of this would result in much 
longer and more vigorous lives for just 
about everyone. 


But Dr. Glass concedes that longer life 


and this far greater control over human 
•volution will provoke "another great crisis 


raise $40 million a year, and extension of 
the matching grants program for station 
construction. A minority position of the 
commission's report was for a tax on 
television stations rather than television 
sets.

The Ford Foundation report proposed a 


federal space satellite system to transmit

The CCHE proposal for Wisconsin 


would add four stations to the two now 
functioning in Madison and Milwaukee. One 
of the stations would serve Northeastern 
Wisconsin, probably from a transmitter on 
Scray's Hill near De Pere, with an 
operational link to either the University of 
Wisconsin-Green Bay or Oshkosh State 
University. The plan would require S2.5 
million to start, 3800,000 of which would be 
anticipated from the federal matching aids 
program. 


A bill to provide two stations, including 


the one for Northeastern Wisconsin, died in 
the last session of the legislature amid 
criticism that a statewide plan was needed 
first and that all of^he state was not being 
provided for in the 1965 bill. 


The cost of the Vietnam war and a still- 


required debate over the form of federal 
government financing for an educational 
television system may rule out action in the 
years immediately ahead. But the oppor- 
tunity to expand education and to provide 
the public with programs 
commercial 


television has demonstrated it cannot or 
will not provide, makes decisions on 
educational television among the most 
important before the nation. 


Opponents argue that such a law would 


smack of prohibition and violate the "home 
rule" principle. Both arguments can be 
refuted, however, by the fact that the state 
has a law pertaining to hard liquor which is 
the same as the proposed measure. No such 
outcry citing prohibitionist tendencies or 
state control has been raised in an effort to 
repeal this measure. 


We endorse Gov. Knowles' proposal, but 


with a word of warning. Enforcement of 
such a statute must be stringent, and illegal 
teen-age drinkers must know that the 
consequences they face if caught will be 
rough. If the slaughter on the highways can 
be lessened and a few lives saved by such a 
measure, we think it is necessary, however 
unpopular it may be. 


in human affairs — the crisis of values and

Actually the idea that people might live 


twenty to forty years longer in good health 
is a scary business. Society is currently 
plagued by alcoholism, narcotics addiction 
and a great many thoroughly wasted lives. 
How will people handle the extra years? 


And exactly who is to determine what 


human characteristics are worth preserving 
and which ones should be eradicated? Is 
genius, for instance, sometimes conditioned 
by serious physical handicaps? Clearly 
there would be the danger of creating a

of healthy, beautiful,

people who were really little more than 
pleasant robots. 


But predictions like those of Dr. Glass 


are not vain imaginations. Medical ad- 
vances have already presented 
to us 


problems with deep moral significance and 
there will be more.

IT'S TEXAS POLITICS 


The real question is why it 


is that the President, time 
after time, can see BO alterna- 
tive to escalation. And the 
answer, I think, lies in a 
personal political instinct bred 
in his native state. 


The chief feature of Texas 


politics is that for decades a 
state with all the ingredients 
of a two-party system remain- 
ed a one-party state. Under 
that condition, Lyndon Johnson 
did not learn the politics of 
rallying majorities. He learned 
the politics of confusing, divid- 
ing and routing the opposition. 


Nowhere has this art been 


shown to better advantage 
than in the Vietnamese war. 
The President has occupied 
central ground between the 
conservatives in other parties 
who would like to end the war 
with a bang and the liberals 
who favor more strenuous 
efforts to engage the other 
side in negotiations. To a 
remarkable extent he has kept 
both groups of critics off 
balance and immobilized. 


He has kept the conserva- 


tives immobilized by denying 
them the support they need to 
make a strong public impres- 
sion — the support of the 
military professionals. The 
President has bound the mili- 
tary chiefs to his side by 
underlining the primacy of 
their needs, and by occasional- 
ly yielding — and constantly 
holding open the possibility 
that he might yield still furth- 
er — to their demands for 
greater military pressure. 


As to the liberals, they have 


been kept off balance by the 
threat of jingoistic assault. In 
the coarsest way, the Presi- 
dent has let it be known that 
he was prepared to charge 
them, or have other* charge 


them, with selling out our men 
is? the field. That is why Sen. 
Robert Kennedy, Sen. William 
Fulbright and others are so 
angry at the President. 


But if these tactics have 


been successful in restraining 
the opposition, they have not 
been without a price. To a 
large extent, the President has 
become the -political prisoner 
of his military advisers. Any 
break with them would cost 
him the rod he uses to 
discipline his civilian critics. 
NO ALTERNATIVES 


That is why the President is 


not in a position to insulate 
himself against the military 
pressures for escalation. That 
is why he has not been able to 
expose to the public the limita- 
tions of what can be gained 
from military pressure. That 
is why he repeatedly finds 
himself with no alternatives 
but escalation. 


The most recent increase in 


the level of violence is only 
another case in point. The 
decisive fact is that as soon as 
the Tet truce started last 
month, the military came run- 
ning to the White" House with 
pictures of supplies being sent 
from North to South Vietnam 


by ship and truck. They de- 
manded anew the right to 
increase the action against the 
North. 


In these circumstances, it 


was impossible for the Presi- 
dent simply to sit and wait, or 
to renew the bombing at a 
lower ievel than before — two 
alternatives that made good 
sense. In order to prevent a 
break with the military, he 
needed rapid progress toward 
peace. Thus when the London 
meetings did not faring quick 
results, the President acceded 
to the pressure of escalation. 
Sec. of Defense Robert Mc- 
Namara, Sec. of State Dean 
Rusk and Vice President Hu- 
bert H u m p h r e y thereupon 
swung into line, with reasons 
that made all this jockeying 
seem to be part of a deliberate 
plan. 


To be sure, the most recent 


expansion of the war is not 
very great. But the real issue 
is the issue of political pat- 
tern, not of military degree. 
What is truly troublesome is 
the inability of the President 
to disentangle himself from 
the forces that make it impos- 
sible for him to reach a 
settlement.

It's a 
place to talk over some of 
their problems, and maybe get 


a little help or give a little 
help. Oh yes, there are some 
teen-agers that do drink to 
much and smash up a car, 
then you see the faig bright 
headlines in the paper. What 
happens when the older person 
has an accident while he is 
intoxicated? Xot too much is 
written, maybe a couple of 
lines hi the paper and every- 
taing is hushed up. Why? Is it 
because the older people know 
how to cover up better, know 
the right people and the right 
ropes to pull? 


Youth centers are fine, for 


the youths, but the boys and 
girls who are in the 18 to 21 
range want to belong to their 
own age group. They are 
young adults, old enough to go 
to war, learn to kill or be 
killed, and they can't even 
drink or vote!

Everyone Is Relieved 
Strike Ended, Mostly 
Our Sub Press Crew

A great feeling of relief was felt by all hands here when 


the strike ended this week. Any such economic confronta- 
tion is bound to place strains on friendships and loyalties 
built up over years of working together. 
Fortunately in our circumstance everyone 
conducted themselves in such a manner that 
these were minimized. 


Those who undoubtedly were the most 


relieved, however, were the members of the 
amateur crew who took over in the press- 
stereo department and who worked long 
hours getting the paper out in addition to 
performing their regular tasks for the news- 
paper. 


They were easily identified by the ink stains on their 


hands and faces and under their fingernails. Executive 
offices became dressing rooms where they changed back 
and forth from their white collar uniforms to the cover- 
alls of the pressroom, and the so-called executive wash- 
rooms were covered with the evidence of attempts to 
wash off the ink. 


The only experienced man on the job was our press 


room superintendent Gene Mueller. This meant that -he 
had to be everywhere at once showing people how to da 
this and that and performing many of the technical tasks 
himself. And our press is three stories high, so it in- 
volved a lot of climbing as well as running. In the course 
of the week Gene lost 14 pounds. 


Carl Dahms, the ex-paratrooper who bosses our mail 


room, was the first volunteer to report, so he designated 
himself as foreman. Then came Hank Starck, production 
manager; Clay Wildenberg from dispatch; and Noel 
Vanden Heuvel from the business office. 


Publisher Vic Minahan and Business Manager Dave 


Nelson had just left for Chicago before the strike started. 
They were intercepted when they arrived at O'Hare Field 
and took the first plane back next morning. From that 
time on they were in on every press run with Vic special- 
izing in running the routing machine and Dave supervising 
the reel room. On a number of occasions during the week 
Mueller would call Minahan out of management conference 
to report for work on the router. 


Phil Behl, composing room superintendent; and John 


Hurley, the engraving department super, reported to the 
press room each day after their departments closed down. 
And Advertising Director Glenn Arthur headed a crew 
from that department which included Classified Manager 
George Browne, Art Director Pete Skutely, and Salesman 
Chuck Torinus. Promotion Manager Fred Schweikher was 
put in cnarge of the plate casting box. Comptroller Larry 
DeCoster joined the crew and started to worry about all 
the extra coverall uniforms being used. 


Business manager Jack Williams and Managing Editor 


John Torinus Jr. came over from the News-Record, Editor 
Tom Torinus from the Sunday Times in Oshkosh and Tom 
Hutchison from the West AZZis Star. 


The first day of the strike was the worst. After getting 


out the regular Thursday editions the crew was faced with 
running off a 64-page advance section of our annual Prog- 
ress Edition, largest edition of the year. The crew started 
on that project after a hurried dinner, finished at 7 o'clock 
the next morning. Wire Editor Mike Walter put out the 
telegraph news for Thursday's paper, reported to the 
press room where he worked through the afternoon and 
night, then went back on the wire desk the next morning. 


The heavy run Saturday night for Sunday's regular pa- 


per was the next test, and that run wasn't completed until 
8 in the morning. This week the boys were getting the 
hang of it and the work started to go more efficiently. 


But the regular crew was welcomed back Thursday 


morning with enthusiastic greetings from e\ eryone. 
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One of the nicest things that happened after it was 


all over was receiving this one sentence letter from At- 
torney Joe Dempsey in Oshkosh: "I hereby congratulate 
you and all of your associates for your superb Sunday 
Post-Crescent of Feb. 26, 1967. It is a minor masterpiece." 


I am convinced that this long winter is coming to an 


end. I saw a robin last weekend; 


This is the first time in my experience in newspaper- 


ing that Ye Editor himself-was first to report this event. 
Normally our news office gets frequent calls all during late 
March and April from readers who believe they have seen 
that first harbinger of spring. But son Mark and I were 
on the way to a ski nin a week ago Saturday when I asked 
Mark what he was craning his neck out the window for. He 
said, "Lock, I can't believe it, that's a robin up there."

It reminds one a lot of the famous Corinne Dunbar's 
in New Orleans. 


The choice of fare is limited, but each is a gastronomic 


masterpiece. Like the hot crabmeat appetizer =md the 
lobster bisque soup. There are four choices of entrees 
such as turbot veronique, rack of lamb with chablis sauce, 
steak bernaise or tenderloin tips in a burgundy sauce. And 
a wonderful selection of French pastries for dessert. 


The wine list is likewise limited bat select. The ser- 


vice is up to the best European standards, in fact many 
of the waiters are recent arrivals in this country. And the 
overall effect Is of an elegant conversation-type dinner 
which proves sufficient fare for an entire evening out in 
the big city.

Press Blamed, Too 


In the national capital where 


I live and work, the relation- 
ship is severely exacerbated at 
the present time. The phrase 
"credibility gap" has become 
a tiresome cliche already, but 
the very fact of its existence 
suggests that the condition is 
unusual... 


The press 
— print and 


broadcast — is in part respon- 
sible because it has not always 
understood what the adminis- 
tration was saving and has. on 
these occasions, translated 
caution to mean dissembling. 
But the press is not very 
different from what it was in 
the capital 5. 10. or 20 years 
ago. It is the governing per- 
sonnel that has changed the 
most. 


And the President is the key 


to this. It is cot only that he is 
unusually sensitive to criticism 
by nature, not much given to a 
humorous recognition of his 
mistakes, and bred in the 
manipulative techniques of the 
corridors of Capitol" Hill — it 
is also that he is the kicd of 


master personality to whom 
other personalities, other egos, 
exist chiefly as tools and 
extensions of his own 


Bad blood between those 


who govern the people and 
those who monitor the gover- 
nors and report to the people 
is nothing new in the Ameri- 
can story. It is a condition we 
have never lived without. . - 


But tha here has been a 


substantial growth in the qual- 
ity of American journalism is 
as clear to me as that there 
has been a substantial growth 
in the quality of our legisla- 
tures, state and federal... 


I am aware of certain recent 


strictures, including the re- 
mark of Prof. Arthur Schles- 
Lnger. late of these parts, who 
said that after working in the 
White House he could never 
again take seriously the testi- 
mony of journalism on impor- 
tant government decisions. Its 
relation to reality, he said, "is 
often less than the shadows in 
Plato's cave." 


The professor's charge was 


answered years before it was 
made by" Mr. Walter Lipp- 
mann. who said "the theory of 
a free press is that the truth 
will emerge from free report- 
Lag and free discussion, not 
that it will be presented per- 
fectly and instantly in any one 
account." 
Power Required. . . 


The ultimate burden must 


fall upon the individual citizen. 
If he wishes to be well 
informed, he must read widely 
in the press and listen widely 
to the broadcasts. No one 
example of either can serve 
him more than very partially. 


The press is indeed power- 


ful. And is therefore dangerous 
indeed. Power in any form 
carries danger within it some- 
where. . . 


Power is required if we are 


to do anything, good as well as 
evil. But we had better, you 
and I as well as presidents, be 
frightened of the power we 
have: the real danger begins 
at the point where we are no 
longer frightened-.. 


I began broadcasting news 


and impressions about the 
news 27 years ago when the 
great war was starting and at 
the scene of it. I might have 
remained with the printed 
press and its established, con- 
forting traditions. But some- 
thing exciting was happening, 
the beginnings of the first new 
form of journalism is a very 
long time... 


The obstacles were and are 


enormous. 


One is the basic nature of 


the broadcasting industry. In 
this country, many newspa- 
pers were founded by men 
with some thing particular to 
say and who wished to say it. 
A lot of them became simple 
business properties as they 
were handed down through the 
generations: but a meaning, a 
mystique had been established. 


Radio and 
then television 


stations were started simply 
and purely as business. Their 
owners then found themselves, 


around, however vital to the place to stand. He knew he did 


not. He knew Ms feet had no 
separate foundation, that he 
was in and of the world. 


As a country, we often seem 


to think that we stand ia a 


Ml story, is lost in the 
darkness and ceases to exist. 


The pictures could not show

often to their surprise and 
confusion, custodians of free 
expression 
— regents 
and 


guardians, along with publish- 
ers, of the First Amendment 
— but with their role and 
rights still somewhat obscure 
by reason of their existence 
through specific government 
license — not true in the case 
of the papers- 


Then, too. by the nature of 


the structure, the news func- 
tions of networks and stations 
constitute only a department 
in a great entertainment in- 
dustry. The news people live 
in constant competition with 
the entertainment people for 
budgeted funds. Even more 
acutely, they must compete 
for time, for minut 
and 


hours, and in a more decisive 
way than a managing editor 
competes with the advertising 
department for a newspaper's 
space. 


I am sure that broadcasting 


and the printed press are 
much more complementary 
than competitive to one anoth- 
er. Most comparisons between 
their output are rather mean- 
ingless. 
Their opportunities 


and limitations are 
wholly 


different. 
Space Negotiable 


A newspaper's space can be 


expanded, but there are only 
so many hours in the day. A 
newspaper's space can be con- 
tracted when there is little 
news to give, but broadcasting 
must live with the 15-minute 
quarter hour and the 30-minute 


hour. 


A newspaper can use its 


space concurrently, broadcast- 
ing must use time consecutive- 
ly- 


Page 1. that is. can show 


you simultaneously a variety 
of news items, some played 
prominently, some obscurely, 
and the reader's eye can skip 
about to take its choice. 
Broadcasting must deliver one 
news item at a time, so that 
the story of a bus accident at 
Fourth 
and Main receives 


essentially the same promi- 
nence as the story of a great 
revolution in China. 


A newspaper can offer de- 


tails, including many statis- 
tics, because the reader can 
go over it all again if need be: 
the broadcaster cannot be- 
cause the listener cannot. 


Daily newspapers have radi- 


cally declined in numbers: 
broadcasting stations — radio 
especially — have radically 
increased. There are probably 
now too few of the first, too 
many of the second. 


In any case this double 


phenomenon obliges a negative 
answer to those who contend 
that stations, because they use 
public airways under govern- 
ment license, have no right to 
editorialize on the news while 
newspapers do. Stations shojld 
editorialize, as stations, and 
more and more do. Most do it 
badly, timidly, but that, too, 
may change with time. 


If they have this right, ss 


common sense says they do. 
then they have the right in full 
and may properly endorse 


political candidates, a matter 
now much in contention. 


It is not proper that the 


more numerous and pervasive 
medium should have fewer 
liberties than the less numer- 
ous and pervasive: but it is 
not proper, either, that it 
should handle its liberties in 
careless manner. 


Radio is a case in point 


where news is concerned... 
News is thrown on the market 
as quickly and cheaply as 
recorded jazz or used cars or 
deodorants. These hourly little 
swatches of news — delivered 
in the self-conscious baritone 
of youngsters just out of their 
high-school or college speech 
class — these I would call the 
"nonnews programs": 


People tune into them. I 


think, not to know what has 
happened, but what has not 
happened — to make sure that 
the atomic bomb has not 
fallen, that bubonic plague is 
not sweeping the nation. 


It would be as useful just to 


ring a bell every hour on the 
hour and have someone cry: 
"All's well." It would also 
provide time for an extra 
detergent commercial. 


I am not at all sure that 


radio news is getting better. 
Television news by the net- 
works and the larger stations I 
think is getting steadily better. 
The original trouble with it 
was that its managers fell in 
love with the pictures, and 
some of its practitioners fell in 
love with their own image on 
the screen. What didn't move 
wasn't news. An idea wasn't 
news because you couldn't put 


a camera on it.. .This is 
changing steadily for the bet- 
ter. We are learning that a 
few thoughtful words can often 
be more revealing than 10.000 
pictures and that the people 
welcome them. 


We have some built-in prob- 


lems, the answers to which we 
haven't yet come upon. One is 
the problem of dealing with a 
complex news story with the 
simplicity demanded in a hard- 
news program. 


The printed press has the 


same problem. Long ago it 
invented the so-crlled 
"all 


purpose" news story technique 
which puts the most dramatic 
single fact in the lead, follow- 
ing it with the less dramatic 
but often essential facts so 
that any editor can cut off the 
story where he wishes. Editing 
from the bottom up. That is 
the way the news agencies in 
particular do it. 


As James Reston of the Xew 


York Times points out. this 
practice sharpens and inflates 
the news, it encourages, he 
remarked, not a balanced but 
a startling presentation of the 
news. Time after time, with a 
complicated story, the result 
is distortion. 


The same is true of the 


picture medium. I was ex- 
tremely conscious of this last 
spring in Vietnam. Buddhists 
staged some riots in Saigon 
and Da Xang. The TV cam- 
eras wheeled up. They focus, 
of course, on whatever is most 
dramatically in morion. They 
act like a falshlight beam in 
the darkness. Everything else 


Vietnam was tearing itself 
apart, that civil war was 
raging. Nothing of the sort 
was happening. 


Our problem is to find the 


techniques that will balance 
the spot news and the spot 
picture and put them in pro- 
portion. .. 


Measurements Short 


As journalists we are not 


keeping pace with the reali- 
ties: we report them but we 
do not truly understand them, 
so we do not really explain. 


! have read much and 


listened much, but I do not 
understand what wi3! really 
happen, to what end. when we 
have men on the moon. 


I thought I knew something 


about China, but I am at a 
loss to perceive the inner 
meaning of the present con- 
vulsion in the world's biggest 
country. 


I have close!}* followed the 


civil-rights stop,-, but if you 
asked me now to explain what 
lies in the deepest recesses of 
the heart of a Xegro boy in an 
American ghetto. I could not 
tell you... 


Here lies a credibility gap 


that is really worth talking 
about. Constantly, our mea- 
surements of things fall short 
of the realities the people see. 
It is not that we hide or alter 
the'truth: it is that we often 
cannot penetrate the truth . . . 


My immediate fear is that 


the gap lies not only between 
the journalists and "the truth 
but between our national lead- 
ership and the truth. I fear the 
intellectual lag: I fear that 
yesterday's truths have be- 
come today's dogma.

practical men and we see with " 
much the same eye. We have ' 
read our economics, our politi- 
cal science, or sociology.

the only ones they know. And 
time after time their diag- 
noses and remedies prove to 
be wrong.

The 
preparatory w o r k , helped 
along by many Americans as 
well as Europeans, the plan- 
ning for political institutions 
and economic processes was 
done with dedication; yet in 
one place after another it was 
all blown to pieces when 
independence came. 


For the critical forces there 


had little to do with institu-

The local witch doc- 
tor often proved a better judge 
of his people and their needs 
than the traveling expert from 
MIT. Among foreigners there. 


really to be compared with it was the anthropologists who 
Hitler's Germany? Is Vietnam

Anti-Pollution Laws Make Pipeline 


Project Waste of Taxpayer Money 


Editor, Post-Crescent: 


During the month of March, 


1956. in a letter published in 
this Forum, this writer asked 
for a reconsideration or a re- 
evaluation of the proposed 
pipeline to Lake Winnebago on 
the premiss that the Consult- 
ing Engineer's Report stated 
that the raw water quality of 
the Fox River was very simi- 
lar to that of Lake Wi^mebago 
with the exception of the total 
bacteriological court and the 
lOOc B-Coli MPX. 


It is accepted that there are 


points in the Fox River where 
contaminants (raw sewage) 
are being introduced. It is 
fact, h o w ev e r , that these 
costs have been reduced by 
direction of the State. There- 
fore, the only legitimate pur- 
pose for the pipeline is to 
bypass those remaining points 
cf ccEtamination. 


It is most unfortunate for 


Applston citizens that re-eval- 
uation was not considered 
because there is logical and 
intelligent argument against 
this wanton expenditure of 
millions of our dollars. It is 
also unfortunate that The Post- 
Crescent has shown a com- 
plete breakdown in their abil- 
ity of retaining a certain 
degree of objectivity in re- 
gards to this entire project. 
This breakdown is compound- 
ed by the articles 'regarding 
the State's war on pollution) 
that appear almost daily, ar- 
ticles that demand and cry out 
for objectivity as well as re- 
appraisal. 


In that most of us are not 


privfledged in acquiring first 
hand knowledge of the devel- 


opments that occur in City 
Government, we must there- 
fore rely on our news media. 
We must assume that the 
press will report the news with 
integrity, with accuracy and 
w i t h honest}-.

The third 
item, and perhaps the most 
significant for it is the basis 
for this letter, is that highly 
effective legislation has been 
passed into law. The very 
respected Senator Walter Hol- 
lander has said that our State 
Legislators have o u t d o n e 
themselves 
in passing into 


law, Chapter 614, one of, if not 
the finest and toughest anti- 
pollution laws in the country. 


With Cahpter 614, there is no 


longer any excuse for any 
manufacturer, industry or mu- 
nicipality to forever continue 
to contaminate or pollute our 
rivers, lakes and streams. The 
law is very liberal regarding 


complete tax write-offs for 
industry for all expenditures 
utilized in the abatement of 
pollution: it is generous to 
municipalities in State Aid as 
well as interest free Bonds 
used to finance sewage treat- 
ment plants and additions: 
and it is tough in that it 
crovides a S5.000 per d=y fine 
or penalty to those who con- 
tinue to be in violation of this 
law. 


The contents of Chapter 614 


have been given widespread 
coverage in all the news 
media, especially this paper.

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Industry Adjusts Work to Workers

Many factories up and dowa 


the Fox River 
Valley 
are 


beginning to tod up for the 
annual springtime surge in pro- 
duction. But the growing hum of 
machinery once more is min- 
gled with the moans of person- 
nel officers as they face the 
continuing shortage of qualify 
workers to take the additional 
jobs. 


Even efforts to take inexper- 


ienced workers and teach them 
the skills they lack have met 
with only partial success. 


"We are faced in all areas 


with what we called years ago 
'bottom - of - the - barrel' pros- 
pects," said an official at the 
Appleton office of the 
State 


Employment Service. 


Among alley manufacturing 


concerns, ''Very few are under 


the illusion they can hire train- 
ed people." he said. Instead, 
they have attempted to fill the 
manpower gap in a variety of 
ways which differ from one 
industry to another. 


Bright. Unskilled Workers 
As enrollments at vocational 


and technical schools in the 
valley attest, many are attempt- 
ing to find bright but unskilled 
people and then give them the 
necessary training. 


Others have begun consider- 


ing women for jobs normally 
held by men. While in some 
instances this practice is re- 
quired by new federal laws on 
equal employment opportunities, 
the shortage of men makes it 
"easier to swallow," according 
to one employment official. 


The Employment Service in 


its latest quarterly report on 


manpower in the Appleton-Nee- 
nah-Menasha area, suggested 
that diluting or simplifying jobs 
might be another way of using 
available workers to better ad- 
vantage. 


Some industries indicated in a 


random telephone sampling late 
last week they have considered 
this approach or have adopted 
it. Others, however, claim the 
nature of their production meth- 
ods makes it difficult. 


Another partial remedy, but 


one which carries along its own 
problems, is simply to lower the 
standards a plant has adopted 
to determine what qualifications 
it expects in a 
prospective 


employe.

Musically Speaking 
Orchestra! Music Most Important 
Aspect of Most Symphony Concerts 


BY ROBERT BELOW 


To this writer the most 


important thing about a sym- 
phony concert is the music 
played by the orchestra itself. 
Soloists are fun, and they 
provide a more personal form 
of communication than the 
massed orchestra or the con- 
ductor, whose back is to the 
audience. 


They also frequently provide 


a certain amount of acroba- 
tics — vocal, dexteral. tem- 
peramental — which are, we 
hasten to add. perfectly legiti- 
mate forms of musical ex- 
pression, 
intended by the 


composers of the music. 


But with a soloist, an or- 


chestra is an accompanying 
instrument, regardless of the 
musical importance of the 
accompaniment. It is in those 
portions of the program de- 
voted to purely 
orchestral 


music that the symphony or- 
chestra fulfills its most proper 
function. 


Next Sunday's concert of 


the Fox Valley Symphony will 
include two impressive or- 
chestral works. They are both 
masterpieces by any stan- 
dard, written by two of the 
greatest composers, and they 
are exactly ninety-nine years 
apart. Haydn's 104th Sympho- 
ny composed hi 1795. was the 
last of his orchestral master- 
works: Debussy's Prelude to 
the Afternoon of a Faun, 1894, 
was the first great orchestral 
work by this composer. 


'London' Symphony 


The so-called 'London' Sym- 


phony, which is what the 104th 
is usually called, is a partial 
misnomer, for twelve of Hay- 
dn's symphonies were written 
for and performed in that 
city. After thirty years at the 
court of Esterhazy in Austria. 
Haydn became a free agent 
when his patron died in 1790. 
The London impresario Salo- 
mon promptly commissioned 
six symphonies for the sea- 
sons of 1791 and 1792 and 
persuaded Haydn to visit Lon-

don to conduct these new 
works, along with other of his 
music. 


The commission and the 


journey were repeated in 1794- 
95. and both trips were a huge 
success for Haydn. Applause 
was enthusiastic, praise was 
universal, movements of the 
new works had to be repeated 
as encores, and the former 
servant of the nobility became 
an international figure and a 
Doctor of Arts at Oxford 
University. 


Almost all of the popular 


Haydn Symphonies are from 
the twelve composed for Lon- 
don. In fact, only about six or 
so of these can be called 
popular. If Haydn is one of 
the great composers, he is 
also one of the most neglect- 
ed. American symphony or- 
chestras, at least, almost nev- 
er play any of the remaining 
93 symphonies. Maybe the 
situation is different m Eur- 
ope. It is different on records, 
where, according to my slight- 
ly - out - of - date catalog, 
some sixty-six of the sympho- 
nies are recorded. 


But that's only two-thirds of 


the total number written. And 
only four of the 
first 
87 


symphonies are recorded by 
American orchestras. That is 
an unfavorable indication of 
the musical taste of our 
symphony orchestras, culture 
boom or no culture boom. 


Don't Deserve Obscurity 
We are delighted that we 


are to hear one of the richest 
and most mature of the 
Haydn symphonies, in any 
case, and we hope that future 
years will bring performances 
of many others, including 
some of the seldom - played 
ones. Our experience with a 
few recordings of these ne- 
glected symphonies indicates 
that they do not deserve their 
obscurity. 


Debussy's Prelude to the 


Afternoon of a Faun did not 
achieve the success of the 
'London' Symphony at its ini- 
tial performance. There was 
no scandal, bat neither was 
there enthusiasm. Neverthe- 


less, this piece is now more 
popular than any symphony of 
Haydn. My record catalog lists 
eighteen different recordings 
of the Prelude. The most-re- 
corded Haydn symphony rates 
10. 


The Debussy work deserves 


popularity though, for it is 
surely one of the most exqui- 
site pieces of delicate music 
extant. We say "music", not 
"orchestration", because the 
orchestration would be worth 
little if there were not orga- 
nized musical material to 
orchestrate. Perhaps part of 
this popularity results from 
the quiet. liquid sounds, which 
are conducive to day - dream- 
ing: yet careful and attentive 
listening to this brief piece 
are 
in our 
opinion more 


worthwhile- 


Mezzo - soprano Jean Kraft, 


of the New York City Opera, 
is the concert's outstanding 
soloist. Miss Kraft is formerly 
of Menasha, and her parents 
still live there. She will sing 
Brahms' Aito Rhapsody, and 
two arias by Saint-Saens.

Does the World 
Have a Better 
Mark Twain? 


\ 


BY DON ROYAL 


One-man shows are not 


uncommon in the theater, but 
CBS-TV seems to have had a 
near-monopoly on them on the 
air. Upcoming is the solo 
appearance of Hal Holbrook in 
"Mark Twain Tonight!", 
which will be broadcast as a 
90-minute special in color this 
Monday, 8:30-10 p.m., Channel 
2. 


Last season the network 


presented Sir John Gielgud in 
his Shakespearean "Ages of 
Man" one-man performance, 
this year it has brought 
Emlyn Williams and his read- 
ings from 
the 
works of 


Charles Dickens, and nest 
season CBS will be offering 
Irish actor-playwright Micheal 
MacLiammoir in his solo pre- 
sentation based on the life and 
works of Oscar Wilde. (This 
one will be a two-parter.) 
- The Mark Twain special is 
a Xerox-sponsored 
prestige 


production. It brings to home 
audiences the tour de force 
that earned recognition and 
fame for Hal Holbrook almost 
eight years ago when he 
slipped into an off-Broadway 
theater as the great American 
humorist at the age of 70, 
complete to flowing white 
hair, bristling mustache, ice- 
cream suit and elongated 
stogie. 


When Holbrook first ap- 


peared on a New York stage 
as Twain in April 1959, the 
critics unanimously reported 
that a new smash hit had 
arrived in town. The one-man 
show found itself the recipient 
of the most glowing set of 
reviews s i n c e "Mv Fair 
Lady." 


Since then the 39-year-old 


actor from 
Cleveland has 


stepped out on stages around 
the globe an estimated 2.100 
times with his brilliantly edit- 
ed and delivered monologue. 


His most recent engagement 


in New York prompted one 
reviewer to say that "if Mark 
Twain had never existed, it 
would have been necessary 
for Hal Holbrook to invent 
him." Another critic called 
the uncanny Twain character- 
ization "living art in prog- 
ress" and "one of the trea- 
surers of the American thea- 
ter." 


It wasn't always thus. Hal 


Holbrook had been preparing 
"Mark Twain Tonight!" for 
seven years before he unveil- 
ed it His re-creation of Twain 
originally took the form of a 
night club act of far shorter 
length than the sis hours of 
material he can now call upon 
for his stage appearances. 


Holbrook did* a half-hour 


program of his Twain "act" 
at the Lambs Club in New 
York shortly after he launch- 
ed it. There he was spotted by 


Broadway producer John Lo- 
tas, who immediately deter- 
mined to mount the produc- 
tion for the theater-going pub- 
lic. But sometimes there is a 
long road to travel between 
determination and fulfillment. 


Show-business pundits told 


Holbrook and Lotas-that they 
were wasting their time: "An 
unknown actor, alone on 
stage, for two hours?" 


But actor and producer took 


heart from the words of Mark 
Twain: "Whenever you find 
yourself on the side of. the 
majority, it is time to pause 
and reflect." And so the 
efforts continued. An office 
was rented, a partnership 
formed, and prospective in- 
vestors were searched out. 


It was finally in February 


of 1959 that,.as Holbrook did 
his umpteenth audition, one 
man watched 40 minutes of it. 
then asked for a pen and 
wrote out a check that provid- 
ed half the cost cf production. 
Soon thereafter the show was 
fully capitalized, 
and Hoi- 


brook's remarkable acting per- 
formances based on rich lit- 
erary material became one of 
the most stunning successes 
in modern theater history. 


Doing Twain is even more 


arduous for Holbrook off-stage 
than on. It takes some three 
and a half hours to apply the 
make-up that ages him 30 
years. It's a long and tedious 
process before every perfor- 
mance. 


Why does he do it? 


'The whole point of the 


show is to create the illusion 
that Mark Twain is really 
there, that the people are 
seeing Mark Twain," Hol- 
brook says. "The only way to 
do that is to be as authentic 
as possible in all directions, 
including his looks. 


"I've devised a make-up 


that works for people five feet 
away or 40 feet away. I can 
try to make up faster, be- 
cause 
it's 
a 
discouraging 


chore, but it always takes 
more than three hours." 


The c h o re was even 


tougher for "his 
television 


appearance. Normally, on 
stage, he creates the Twain 
lines and wrinkles with make- 
up pencil, but that is not 
enough for the relentlessly 
realistic television c a m e r a 
lenses. For the broadcast. 
Holbrook will have on a facial 
mold made of nylon and 
Dacron to which make-up is 
applied differently and pain- 
stakingly. To become Twain 
for the television audience 
required some four and three- 
quarters hours. 


A large part of Holbrook's 


years of preparation for his 
one-man performance went 
into research. He talked to 
people who knew Twain, who 
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had heard him on the lecture 
platforms of America. He met 
Twain's daughter Clara, who 
died a couple of years ago, 
and he talked to the author's 
granddaughter Nina. He ac- 
quired a copy of a rare 
Edison film of Twain and a 
recording of his voice, studied 
reviews of his lectures, and 
endlessly r e a d everything 
ever written by and about this 
saltiest of American writers 
and individualists. 


"I guess the person who 


gave me the best insight into 
Twain was an old concert 
manager, James B. (Ben) 
Pond," says Holbrook. "His 
father was Twain's lecture 
manager, and as a boy Ben 
knew Twain. He would illus- 
trate how Twain would say 
something, with anger lying 
under the humor, and I felt I 
knew how Twain talked. 


"It's amazing how contem- 


porary Mark Twain is." Hol- 
brook goes on. "You expect 
him to mention LBJ or Viet- 
nam any moment. Twain 
more often than not seems to

Many forms of the theater 


of the U.S. are moving from 


• he major cities which have 
spawned them in the past. 


The change is best symbol- 


ized by Guthrie's choice of 


JJinneapclis as the home of 
his major stage center. 


The r e a s o n s for such 


changes are not easily seen. 
Seme attribute them to a 
move by those in theater to 
show that their art can exist 
in all social settings. Others 
tcint to freedoms of theatrical 
expression w h i c h can be 
found, sometimes surprising- 


ly, in the less-tradition-bcund 
culturally conforming confines 
of the smaller city. 


Perhaps playing a part, at 


least as the shift toward the 
Midwest is concerned, is the 
long history of 
egalitarian 


education which has built in 
the area the broad-based ele- 
ments of an educated society 
and interest v.-hich can sup- 
port strong community thea- 
ter on a professional level and 
which can be very lacking in 
the major metropolises of the 
land. 


The Midwest, long the mid- 


wife of the major literary 
movements of America, has 
become one of the centers of 
me theater of the country as 
a part of this drama of 
change being pla\ed on the 
stage of America. 


Tne change is well shown in 


the growth of several dozen 
large and small repertory 
companies in the U.S.. aimed 
at b r i n g i n g professional 
drama, professionally staged 
and acted, to the main streets 
of the minor cities of the land. 


It is so in Milwaukee. long 


best known only as the home 
of the defunct Braves, burger- 
meisters and brew. 


There has grown in little 


more than a decade a profes- 
sional theater which 's cen- 
tered on the proof of this 
change which it has helped to 
bring about. 


There during the past five 


vears and based on develop- 
ments dating to 1S54 has 
grown the very professional 
Milwaukee Repertory Theater, 
which throughout a full-fledg- 
ed theatrical season presents 
ire new and established, fam- 
ed and little-known piajs of 
the world's stage.

The MRT was born in 1954 


when a civic drive headed by 
Fred Miller cf the brewing 
family founded a local theater 
and onerated a school for 
professional arts. 


When rvliiler was killed in 


an airplane crash, the theater 
was named in his honor, and 
started operations on a star 
system. 


In 1962 the theater 
was 


changed to house a profes- 
sional resident company, and 
the development of what was 
to become the MRT had 
started. 


This vear under the direc- 


tion of the MRTs new artistic 
director Tune Yulman. the 
company is staging 
seven 


productions under their own 
name, as well as two others 
under the auspices of the

Born in Turkey, he has

His interests 
scale the range of theater 
from the verj ancient to the 
verv modern — so modern, in 
fact, that some are receiving 


their American premiers in 
Milwaukee. 


This year's program includ- 


es such plays — as old as

But even in such a varied 


program. Yulman feels, there 
can~be flaws. Certain respon- 
sibilities of the responsible 
repertory theater can be over- 
looked with such productions. 


Such a program, he told the 


MRT board of directors be- 
fore the stan of the season, 
"would have left us a little 
short of a theater museum: 
safe, sound, respectable, but, 
let's f a c e it. hj^jy ir- 
responsible and lacking in ini- 
tiative toward one of 1te 
primary functions of a reper- 
torv company, which must 
consist of holding a mirror to 
the era in which it exists, as 
well as to the past."' 


He developed Theater for 


Tomorrow, which this season 
offers productions cf

ler. a former lady wrestler, 
and "The Sudden and Acci- 
dental Re-Education cf Horse 
Johnson." by Douglas Taylor, 
to fill that reed.

Sister Man- Corita LELM. is 
involved. Staging happenings, 
illustrating ads and doing 
paintings for museums in New 
York and Paris are just a few 
activities of this lively nun. 


The three hundred broad- 


casters who met for the 
Group W Public Service Con- 
ference on urban America in 
Philadelphia could tell you 
what she's all about As each 
one of them entered 
the 


auditorium to begin the con- 
ference, they received a small 
paper sack which contained a 
whistle, a paper with words, a 
pin. a popper or a balloon 
filled with confetti. 


It was all part of Corita's 


plan to inspire the delegates 
with her own personal philoso- 
phy — "Be Aware. Be Cur- 
ious. Be Joyous"' — and her 
instructions to three hundred 
adults set the scene for a wild 
excursion into the heart of 
pop. 


"Blow l o u d l y on your 


whistle when the lights flash 
off and on. Introduce yourself 
to the person directly behind 
you and read to him loudly 
whatever is printed on the 
paper in jour sack. If you 
have a balloon blow it up — 
very quickly and very large 
Tie" a knot in it and throw it 
in the air. Pop it when it 
comes down. It you have a 
popper, read your paper to 
the person nearest you who is 
blowing up his balloon When 
the balloons start popping, 
pop your popper.'"

to stimulate and motivate 
aeoole is fast becoming a 
legend. As an art teacher at 
the Immaculate Heart College 
in Los Angeles, she inspires 
her pupils to create joyously.

Paris. IE addition, she has 
had 200 one man shows in 
galleries, museums and uni- 
versities in the United States. 
Canada and Spain. 


Her unusual talents have 


also inspired a new idea in 
communications. Sister Corita 
is now interpreting in art 
form a group of advertise- 
ments in national magazines 


for Group W (Westinghouse 
Broadcasting Company). In 
the advertising series, she 
creates art to express the 
thoughts of Goethe. Thoreau 
and other literary greats. 


For example, one ad quotes 


Goethe's "It is the property of 
true genius to disturb all 
settled ideas.' while an ab- 
stract art design b\ Sister 
Corita is fe^ured on the ring 
hand page of the ad. Each of 
the advertisements is so de- 
signed that Sister Corita's art 
mav be framed because the 
words are separated from it 
— and her work speaks for 
itself 


Sjs'er 
Corita's conviction 


that the art market place can 
be the arena for God's grace 
as we'I as any other earthy 
environment has brought her 
not onh into the field of art, 
business and education but 
into government as well In 
recognition of her outstanding 
capabilities. President John- 
son invited her to serve as a 
panelist at the recent White 
House Conference on Educa- 
tion. 


With her many activities 


and interests, Sister Corita — 
especially in her "happen- 
ings" —" follows the Biblical 
instructions to '"make a joyfu' 
noise." And her artistic di- 
alogue with people all over 
the world has resulted in a 
wider appreciation of art as a 
communication medium. 


This nun's story is wild and wonderful. Sister Mary 


Corita not only stages happenings, but she illustrates 
ads and has paintings hanging iii -\ew York and Paris 
Museums, as well as teachirg art at the Immaculate 
Heart College in Los Angeles. Latest project of this 
swinging nun is the happening staged in Philadelphia for 
the Group W Public Service Conference on Urban Amer- 
ica. Getting into the spirit of things, one of the broad- 
casters blows up his paper sack fabove right), while 
two others join in the happenings. To songs by the 
Beatles, broadcasters from all over the country met as 
they jointly popped balloons and blew whistles. Such 
activities are run-of-the-mill for the good Sister.

Nina?

High Priestess of Soul (Nina Simone, Philips). 


Upon first hearing "Priest- 


ess," I thought Nina had gone 
more commercial than on 
recent LPs ("Wild Is the 
Wind," "Let It All Out," 
"Pastel Blues"). On second 
thought I believe modern mu- 
sicians have adopted many of 
her musical ideas, rather than 
vice versa. The above record- 
ings also seem "commercial" 
now, partly due to the popu- 
larization of her introductions- 
phrasing and styles by various 
blues-rock groups. 


Nina does change, though; 


particularly thematically. This 
album has less racial, or at 
least ghetto, songs, and cer- 
tainly nothing as seething as 
"Four Women"' from "Wild Is 
the Wind." Chuck Berry's 
"Brown Eyed Handsome 
Man" has racial overtones, 
however, and her own "Come 
Ye" could be interpreted as a 
plea for a kindly black power 


("Come ye.. .who would have 
love; it's time to take a stand. 
Don't mind the dues that 
must be paid for love of your 
fellow man"). Otherwise, the 
selections are that earthy, 
sophisticated complex of blues 
in vogue today — each with 
the unique Simone brand. 


Interesting v a r i e t y and 


thoughtful programming pro- 
vide Xina with yet another 
tool — a device for demon- 
strating versatiKry.

Auto Magazine of 1907 Recalls 


Early Days of 'Horseless Carriage

1907 magazine, "The Automobile," owned 
by Charles C. Hervey of Appleton. brings 
back the excitement of the days of the 
early auto, the days of the linen duster, 


goggles and long flowing scarves _ that protected 
against road dust There •were many who scorned the 
"horseless carriage," saying it was a passing fancy 
and ridiculous at best Yet the farseeing blacksmith 
turned from Ms forge, the carriage maker from 
wagon and sleigh equipment to make room for the 
newcomer. They saw their only future in the new 
contraption and converted their shops into repair 
centers. 


Wisconsin had an important role in pioneering 


the ante, despite the fact that the brothers Duryea 
—Charles E. and J. Frank—are credited with operat- 
ing the first successful American automobile at 
Springfield. Mass. This was in 1892 or 1893. 


It was more than 20 years earlier, in 1871.. that 


Dr. J. W. Carhart of Racine designed, had built, and 
personally operated the first self-propelled highway 
vehicle. It was a two-cylinder steam engine vehicle, 
far too noisy for any sort of lasting success. Yet it 
was good enough to be exhibited at the 1905 World's 
Fair in Paris, where Carhart received a certificate 
ef honor and an award. 


It was the 1875 Wisconsin Legislature that of-

fered S10,000 to the inventor who could build a self- 
propelled vehicle that could travel 200 miles on state 
roads. 


Another First in Museum 


Two years later a much publicized race was run 


between two wood-burners, named The Oshkosh and 
Green Bay, both steam driven; The course was set 
between Green Bay and Madison with a stopover at 
the Oshkosh fair grounds. The race started on Jury 
16, 1878, with The Oshkosh winning with a time of 
33 hours and 27 minutes. A reluctant legislature 
finally awarded a -watered-down prize of £5.000 to the 
owners of The Qshkosfa. An official historical marker 
now notes the event that was the sensation of its 
day; the marker Is on Highway 26 en route to Madi- 
scn. near Waupnn. 


On display at the SShvaukee Public Museum is 


another claimed first. It's the first American gaso- 
line-run auto, built by Milwaukee cooper Gottfried 
Schloemer.

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VCamp Stirs Memories of Loggin 


' Forest County Ruins Testify to Vigor of Timber Industry

HE discovery of any cM JeggiBg camp is Tare 
in Wisconsin today anee most of the remnants 
of that cclorful era in Badger -history iave 
long since succumbed tc the ravages cf time. 


Many of the rains have geen reclaimed by new 


growth replacing the Tirgin timber that spawned the 
camps. But one small-scale jobbers' camp, abandon- 
ed over 30 years ago, still stands in the upper regions 
«f the Wolf River Basin to stir memories of early 
Forest County residents. 


The roof of the horse barn gave way years ago 


and -was covered wtta canvas. Bat the camp -weather- 
ed the elements in somewhat tetter shape. 


The old camp doer is ajar, jammed by repeated 


frost hearings. The iron range has long been cold 
and the stove pipe rusted from the roof. The well 
gnawed table, benches aad floor are overlain rath 
dust and the litter cf generations of birds and pack- 
rats. 


A wildlife hostel of many years standing, the old 


camp was erected by the late Andrew Yccum and 
once Loused a crew of \voedswerkers including his 
sen Wallace. Wallace and his brother-in-law. Harry

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Zurawik have been logging some distance from the 
old campsite, cutting pump near a clearing where 
the round.house of an early steam hauler was cnce 
located. 


"I can still remember seeing the old steam engine 


stuck in the swamp here one winter when I was a 
boy," Yccum said, "and yea can still see the right cf 
way across the swamp where the cinder-belching 
steamer used tc pull sleigh-loads cf logs from the 
•woods tc the river." 


Yokes of Oxen 


Zurawik recently came across a relic representing 


an even earlier method of skidding timber when he 
picked up an old ox shoe on an overgrown legging 
read. Clifford Murray, Crandon, reported two cf For- 
est County's early settlers, had logged the region 
with yokes of oxen and bad a camp located en the eld 
?.Iilitary road not far from the Wclf River. 


Other woodsmen report that the Brown Brothers 


of Rhinelander and the Wolf River Lumber Cc. of 
Antigo operated the largest camps in this virgin 
timberbelt. 


Cecil Knott, retired Crandon lumberman, worked 


for the Wolf River Lumber Co. from 1S13-1916. 


"The big camp was located above the eld Wolf 


River dam rebuilt by John Waite in 1909,"' Kncrt 
reports. "The log buildings were located on the 
northwest shore of the Rice Lake flowage. The lay- 
out included a long low structure which ccmtined 
the cook shanty with the bunkhcuse which accom- 
modated up to 60 lumberjacks. 


"There was an office and wanigan and four other 


cabins which housed foreman and piece workers. In 
addition, there was a blacksmith shop and a big barn 
which sheltered 18 skidding teams. 


"My uncle. Ed Rodgers. was the v.eeds superin- 


tendent, crin the vernacular of the day the bull of the 
woods. I hired on as a road monkey, going en tc iill 
in wherever an extra man was needed, which ranged 
through the years frcm helping lead logs en sleighs 
behind the old steam hauler, tc icing roads, driving 
tcte.team and carrying lunches tc men en the spring 
log drives. 


Cleared SMdwcrys 


"To start out with, however. Uncle Ed had a 


skeleton crew of swampers and road monkeys go 
into the v.oods early in the fall to construct a net- 
werk ef logging roads accessary tc reach the sections 
cf timber to be harvested that winter. We cleared 
skidways and ramps where the legs could be decked 
beside the road to await hading and in tie swamps 
and lev.lands we laid a corduroy base, ever the pro- 
posed icadv/ays. This was a matter cf laying legs 
sidev.ajs and covering them with dirt before freeze 
up. 


"After freeze up tie roads had to be iced and 


this was one of the bitterest jcbs I ever tackled in 
camp. A cutter with rotary blades dug ruts in the 
reads to accommodate sleigh runners and ea$e the 
burden cf steamer and teams palling iuge leads ef 
legs. 


"Icing the reads was an all-night jcb. Hanging 


lanterns en the sleigh, .we'd start cut right after tap- 
per. We filled the wooden water tank frcm streams 
along the way using a cross haul team chain and 
pulley to haul the big barrel from water hcles tc the 
top of the sprinkler. Starting cut we pulled tie 
plugs above the runners and water drizzling from 
the sprinkler would usually freeze as seen as it Lit 
the read. 


"We had abcut a 10-mile run from camp to Mcn- 


ico. Much cf this trip was through a solid block ef 
wilderness and we often rode tLrcugh the dark and 
frosty nights accompanied by the howling of wclf 
packs hunting the deep timber around us. Tibs night 
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An old barn, shored up by cardboard and canvas, still shelters skidding horses. 


duty generally continued for two months each winter 
and by spring we usually had about a foot of ice built 
up oh the roads so we could continue hauling for two 
weeks after the breakup." he said. 


Knott also made quite a few trips with the steam- 


er hauler, riding up front of the engine opposite the 
steerman. "On these occasions I helped load logs on 
the sleigh bunks at each stop along the way. a port- 
able job jammer simplified the job in those days. 


. "Then I also filled in as a tote teamster a couple 
tunes a week and drove into Monico to purchase sup- 
plies at Joe Kurtz general store. We bought meat, 
salt and flour by the barrel back then and suger in 
hundred pound bags. In addition to provisions for 
the cook shanty I hauled back hay and grain for the 
horses and the trip took the better part of the day. 


"Highway 8 was in pretty rough shape in spots 


50 years .ago." Knott recalls. "I'll never forget the 
stretch of corduroy in the long swamp West of Char- 
ley Mays crossroads. I always carried my fishing pole 
along on spring trips as the water was so high through 
there. On occasion the flood water of the spring 
runoff would wash out sections of the corduroy and 
there were times when I had to wade the icy water 
to retrieve and secure the log rafts in order to get 
the wagon across the swamp. 
. 


"I also recruited labor on these trips to town 


when the need arose. There was always a certain 
turnover and when a sawyer or swamper hit the 
road Uncle Ed would instruct me to see if I could 
pick someone to fill in. 


"As a rule there were always from two to 10 lum- 


berjacks hanging around the Monico hotel and when 
they'd go broke and sober up they were usually eager 
to shoulder their packs and head for camp." Knott 
added. 


"Since Uncle Ed wouldn't tolerate any booze in 


camp we were never troubled by brawls. But I can 
remember one time when thirst overcame the better 
judgment of two lumberjacks. Despite sub-zero tem- 
peratures they hiked off to Jennings to wet their 


whistles. One came straggling in after supper that 
night without, his partner who had laid down along 
the way to rest in the snow. This was a serious mat- 
ter since it was 13 below. 


. "So Uncle Ed and his top loader hitched a team 


to the stone boat, broke out a couple of lanterns and 
started backtracking. The Jack was stiff but still 
alive when they found him but died before they got 
him to Monico. The sheriff who.came out to investi- 
gate the incident later is the Lonly outsider I can 
recall visiting the camp outside of an old packsack 


The cook stove in a logging shack icas a focal 


poi;-2f of life in the woods. The fire box of this stove 
has been cold for 30 years. 


peddler who used to hike in every winter to sell 
watches to the men." 


For the most part camp life was simply a matter 


of hard labor, relieved only on Sundays when the 
men washed their clothes, lounged, played cards or 
amused themselves playing mouth organs and fiddles- 
Recreation was actually no great problem since the 
men were roused before daylight and after working 
in sub-zero temperatures till dark they were ready 
to pile into their bunks after supper. 


"We were there to get out the timber and this we 


accomplished. I can recall one year when we cut and 
peeled 2V> million feet of hemlocks. The bark, used 
to tan leather, was piled high on racked sleighs and 
pulled by the steamer to Monico and shipped from 
there by rail to the tanneries. The timber was hauled 
out onto the ice to await breakup, then floated down- 
stream to Ackleys Hoist, below Jennings where it 
was pulled from the water, and boom loaded on flat- 
cars for the remainder of its journey to the mills 
in Antigo." 


The last drive down the Wolf was run in 1916 


when Ronald Waite of rural Crandon was 16 years 
old. The drive was supervised by his late father. 
John. Ronald participated in the historic event in 
the role of "cookee." 


"My duties included everything from pitching 


tents along the river bank as the drive progressed 
to chopping wood, peeling potatoes, carrying water 
and doing dishes. My day started at 3:15 a.m. when 
I rose to build the fires for breakfast. We prepared 
four meals a day and I carried tea and lunches to 
the men at 9:30 and 2:30 while supper, like break- 
fast, was eaten around the campfires," he said. 


The "river hogs" were a special breed of lumber- 


jacks. The job just didn't appeal to the run of the 
mill woodsman. Despite the caulked boots a man had 
to be pretty catty to retain his footing as he danced 
over the logs. In addition to the danger involved 
the men were usually wet most of the day. 


"Experienced drivers weren't always easy to find.

William Crockford, the son of a 
fishmonger, shot the dice and walked away with pounds sterlin* worth a 
half million dollars. With his tidy windfall. Crockford built a sedate 
gambling club, and British society flocked to Ms door like debutantes 


in pursuit of the earl's son and heir. 


Today. Crockford's is still Crocfcford's — but its latest proprietor is Aziz 


Fancy, a 45-year-old Pakistani, who broke into business helping Ms father

great of Great Britain's past — and the place they came to was Crockford's. 
But now this most genteel and exclusive of gambling halls is trying something 
new — a sort of prep school for gambling.

In the old days when Crockford was host to the Duke of Wellington. Dis- 


raeli, half of the House of Lords and most of the House of Commons. Crockford 
himself put up a nightly bank of S25.000. Play could continue until it was gone. 


He never put a limit on how much a guest could lose. 
It was a Crockford's that the sandwich was born. 
Because he- did not want to lose valuable gambling time to go and get a 


meal the Earl of Sandwich said to a waiter: "Go get me a piece of beef and 
put it between two slices of bread." 


From then on such as arrangement of edibles became known as a sandwich. 
The game at Crocky's was dice shooting, or hazard as it was called. 
The club flourished until the government's special committee on gaming 


houses empowered the police to enter any gambling house, on the complaint 
of any two householders, and take down the names of those present. 


That killed Crockford's and Crocky. 
On May 24. 184£ — only four days after Crockford's shut its fashionable 


doors — William Crockford died, leaving a fortune in excess of S5 million. 


In 1928, 100 years after the initial Crockford crap game. Crockford's was 


resurrected as a bridge ciub..

In 1934. the bridge club moved to more auspicious quarters at 16 Carlton 


House Terrace, the former home of Lord Cowdray, then as his descendant is 
now. one of England's richest men. 


When the new betting and gaming law was passed in 1950. Timothy Holland 


bought the club and spent more than a quarter of a million dollars refurbishing 
it. It brought back the fabulous gambling of the 1820s. Craps, or hazard, was 
ruled out and chemin de fer became the most popular game with roulette, 
baccarat, black jack and poker added to the sporting menu that continued to 
include bridge. Then last year Aziz Fancy gained control of Crockford's. 


The place today is. perhaps, the Rolls-Royce of London gaming houses, 


with a membership of 3.000. about half of them women. Visiting foreigners 
can obtain a temporary membersMp on evidence of Ms passport and a small 
initiation fee. 


A uniformed doorman opens the door of the member's taxi or chauffeur- 


piloted limousine- Another uniformed attendant removes his coat and hat and 
carefully stores them away. No hat check is ever handed out. 


The names of all 3.000 members are known to the staff, memorized to fit 


the owner's face. 


The employes pride themselves in never making a mistake, but should 


doubt, however fleeting, arise, the member is simply addressed as. "My lord." 


How did the present master of Crockford's get Ms name?" 


It was given to his father by a British businessman in East Africa because 


of the parent's passion for elegant clothes. 


Aziz Fancy, the son, also likes good, well-tailored clothes and he lives in a

If his ideas for Crockford's are daring, they are also fancy. 
He is building a new Peacock Room, where junior and senior members 


may sit. drink, eat. talk, and listen by candlelight to the soft music of piano 
and guitar. 


But suppose someone asks if the club isn't actually teaching and encouraging 


3/oung persons to gamble? 


Said the club spokesman: 


"You don't have to teach or encourage young people to gamble They're 


doing it already. They learn it at school. They learn it from their parents. 
They play poker in their homes for Mgher stakes than we'll e\er allow." 


Adjoining the junior gaming room will be a snack bar selling hamburgers, 


spareribs. chili, and oyster and onion soup. 


'-We want to turn it into a place where the olders can look at the young 


people gambling and eating hamburgers and having a good time at na great 
cost to themselves or their parents."

Volcanologists here attribute Etna's low toll of 


lives partly to the 30-miie-deep throat down to the 
reservoirs of fluid rock. By comparison, Mt. Vesu- 
vius, which has killed tens of thousands, has a throat 
only three or so miles deep and lava gushes up much 
faster. 


Etna's low fatality toil also is attributed to the 


volcano's unusually thick, slow-moving lava, different 
from tr-2 more fluid lava of Vesuvius and the great 
volcanos of the Pacific. . 


There is another factor. Etna spends more time- 


in noisy eruption than in brooding silence. The vol- 
cano has bean in almost continuous activity sines 
Jan. 12, 1986, thundering; firing artillery barrages 


- of rocks and dust thousands of yards into the air, and 
- frequently spilling out lava. 


Residents .wfio live beneath the thunder and the 


fireworks consider these repeated minor outbursts a 
safety valve.

More Than State of Mind, 


California's Big Sur 


Is Haven of Wild Beauty

ALTFORXLVS Big Sur, the old-timers insist, is just a state of mind. 
Not a land on which a man can count — but as unpredictable and 
whimsical as the state's politics. To artists, visitors, camera clubs, 
the outdoor-minded, and those who would bypass the world it is a 


haven of wild beauty and seclusion. There are no airports, no railroads. 


Located 120 miles south of San Francisco near the top of the Monterey 


Peninsula, this wilderness which the Spanish referred to as ''El Sur Grande" 
(the big south) is an untamed. lonesome land breached only by one precipice- 
hugging but safe road (Calif. 1). For miles it looks down on the dramatic 
conflict between land and the pounding waters of the Pacific. 


Making a home base in Carmel. we started our tour around the Big Sur 


four mile's south of town at Point Lobos State Reserve. Here is a combined 
natural arboretum and open-air museum where all the treasures of land, sky, 
and water are being preserved. A four-mile road penetrates the 1.250-acre 
preserve: from it spread foot trails to the points of greatest interest and beauty. 
Lace lichen, resembling Spanish moss, drapes itself from tree branches. All 
natural growth is protected. 


Gourmet Otters 


Carefree sea otters, once almost extinct, can be watched at both Devils 


Cauldron and Pebbly Beach as they scamper about, swim close to land, or lie 
in the water on their backs with a stone they have placed on their chests, and 
on which they break shellfish for a feast! 


Waves break spectacularly at the end of the trail that leads to the Pinnacles; 


there is sunbathing and swimming at China Beach; the hoarse barking of the 
sea lions can be heard from the rocks off Point of the Sea Wolves. Here cling- 
ing to the cliffs is one of the two remaining, oft-photographed natne groves 
of the wind and storm-sculpted Monterey Cs'press. Thousands of shore and 
water fowl find sanctuary at Bird Rock, while some 250 animal species inhabit 
the tree-clad sanctuary. 


From Point Lobos Reserve the Cabrillo Highway (Calif.) is a serpentine 


black-top ribbon that spans chasms and has frequent overlook points where 
you can peer down for hundreds of feet to tiny, secluded cave beaches that 
sometimes extend back under the highway bridges. And constantly there is the 
wild flirtation between the sea's churning blue waters and the brown-gray cliff 
walls of the Santa Lucia Mountains. 


Some 25 miles south your road momentarily veers from the shore into a 


canyon oasis, totally alien to the normally arid southern'half of California. 
Protected'as Pfeiffer-Big Sur State Park, it is soft with ferns, grass, white-barked 
sycamores,' maples, willows, waterfalls, a frothy mountain stream, and the 
most southerly grove of majestic Redwood trees. There are riding and hiking 
trails, fishing, picnic areas, camp grounds and. in season, lodge, cabins and 
campfire programs. 


Dramatic Seascapes 


Each curve of the continuing southerly route is the windshield focus for a 


new seascape as the ocean seems to reach out — silver and glistening in tha 
sun — to meet the sky, so far away that you can both see and sense the curva- 
ture of the earth. Scattered along the way are hillside homes with commanding 
views, a famous restaurant (Nepenthe). Mainly the signs of habitation ara 
banks of mailboxes from which narrow dirt roads dart up gulches or climb into 
mountainside thickets. 


But the vistas experienced along this ocean route are mere appetite-whetters 


for the thrill, of seeing it all from the top of the Santa Lncia Mountain world. 
Armed with a detailed map secured from the Los Padres National Forest ranger 
station ? few miles back, we turned left off the coastal highway at the Kirk 
Creek Bridge and campground and onto the Nacimiento Road. 


Within a few miles we reached Nacimieato Summit Here spreads out a 


panorama that overlooks the crests of the hills and along miles of shoreline 
where the sea roars in and out of the cover — a view often interspersed 07 
flaky clouds T>elow.

Park, an oasis with the most southerly grove of Redu?ood trees; the Nacimiento 
Road over the Santa Lucia mountain range; Mission San Antonio, a restoration 
from Spanish colonial days; the agricultural-rich Salinas River Valley whers 
crops grow the year around; and fog-less Carmel Valley with its fine homes, 
resorts, orchards, outdoor living. 


— a sheltered campground in the woods with tables, fireplaces, and a crystal- 
clear stream that races the cars beside the road. 


From here the graded road weaves into a glen where Little Lion Creek 


sparkles In a setting of fern and moss and evergreens. It then wiggles almost 
apologetically around a mountain, with every hairpin curve marked by a pins 
tree. 


The scene changes to moist cliff walls, cohered with a gaudy lettuce-green 


moss, and you are greeted by the beginning of a black-top road. Soon you 
leave Los Padres National Forest and enter Hunter Liggett Military Reserva- 
tion where you may fish, hunt, picnic, or camp by permit. 


Here starts the contrast of open range country, which is contained in low- 


mountain bowls whose valleys are rich in grass, great oaks, and tiny lakes. 
Taking the first fork to the left, you pass Santa Lucia Memorial Park and1 
Military Headquarters, a white-splendored complex reminiscent of a posh resort. 
Once newspaper tycoon William Randolph Heart's Rancho Jolon. it now could 
easily claim to be the nation's most beautiful military post. 


Aura of Peace

Nearby in the lovely pastoral valley is the picturesque restoration of Mis- 


sion San Antonio, founded in Colonial Spain's California by Padre Junipero 
Serra. Here on July 14, 1771. Padre Serra hung a bell in one of the great oak 
trees to call the hungry Indians to the mission. 


The peach-colored mission has recaptured the ancient aura of tranquility 


with its graceful arches, shaded loggia, worn stone floors, millstones, and 
unique wooden-ceilinged sanctuary. Today the mission is a museum housing 
Indian artifacts, fine siher and turquoise jewelry, old Church vestments, and 
reproductions of such early-day necessities as a water-powered grist mill, tan- 
ning vats, threshing floor, ox cart, wine vat, and olive press. 


At the mission entrance is a Temescal, or sweat house — an early Araericaa

Winter Storms, Hardships Are 
Challenge to Camera Hobbyist

Winter's rigor tested many photographers when 


the blizzards of '67 hit large areas of the country in 
January and early February. 


Many followed the path of least resistance and 


left their cameras snuggled securely on shelves to 
await more comfortable shooting days. 


Others saw the weather as another photo chal- 


lenge, an opportunity to record unusual situations 
and off-beat activities. In many cases, it required no 
more effort than to aim the camera out the window 
or door to picture vignettes of winter living. 


Actually, when New York City felt the lash of the 


blizzard, Fhad no inclination to photograph it in ac- 
tion. I was snowbound at home and the thought of 
going out with camera was quickly and easily sub- 
dued. 


But then I saw my neighbor trying to clear a path 


with his snowplow. I couldn't resist picturing the 
action from the window. Then he disappeared around 
a corner of the house. With pictures started and the 
camera in my hand ... I was hooked! 


I bundled up and went outside for more pictures. 
A sunshade on the lens is a useful accessory in 


shooting snow pictures. It protects the lens from 
drifting snowflakes and fine particles of flying snow 
spray. In heavy snowfall, an umbrella also makes a 
protective canopy over photographer and camera. 
When you need both hands for shooting, you can let 
the umbrella rest on the head!

But winter storms and hardships are one phase

to bring out texture and colors. Shadows become 
more important to give shape and meaning to white 
subject matter, and that's what you get with sidelight 
and backlight 


In extreme cold, there are some precautions to 


take. Film becomes brittle, shutters can stick or slow 
down and batteries go dead. Keeping the camera 
under your outer garments will keep it in condition 
for shooting when you need it. Advance film slowly 
and carefully to avoid static electricity marks or the 
danger of snapping off brittle film.

winter afternoon's sport for husbands and wives, 
fathers and sons or long-time hunting partners. It 
allows exploration of new country, and it takes the 
food back far enough off the plowed roads so the 
sight of a flock of birds doesn't tempt the predatory 
humans who shoot game out of season. 


Location of the feeding station should be In a 


place near good winter cover — a marsh, brushy 
woodlot, or a soil bank field; which will provide a 
means of escape. Near conifer windbreaks is another 
good location. It allows feeding birds to get away 
from airborne predators like owls and hawks. 


At the same time, the feeding station should be 


in the open, so thick brush and marsh grass don't 
provide either the concealment for land-based preda- 
tors to lie in wait for birds to come into the feeder, or 
stalking cover to approach birds already there. 


Not only will pheasants and Hungarians, the agri- 


cultural upland birds, feed on the feeders, but so will 
rabbits and squirrels if they are in the area. Once 
they find it, ruffed grouse will come quite a way to 
feed off the corn and oats. Deer, of course, are 
always a problem. It helps to reduce the amount 
deer will take if the feed is enclosed in a wire basket. 


It gives a sportsman a warm, contented feeling 


when he approaches a feeder and can observe tha 
wildlife he's helping take care of. 


But one reminder. Once feeding is started, it 


must be continued, even into April. For wildlife will 
come to depend on the feeding stations and retura 
to it regularly. If the food is cut off, the birds may 
not be able to locate another place that will support 
them. 


"Wintertime wildlife feeding used to be a chore.

HE lover of fiction may take courage from the 
book publishers' offerings between now and 
Slay. After a period of several years' drought, 
the prospects for novel-reading show some 


sprouts in-the desert. There are at least a dozen 
established writers who will be represented on the 
bookstore shelves this spring. 


They include Leo Rosten. David Ely, Taylor Cald- 


well. Thornton Wilder, Louis Auchincloss. John Her- 
sey. Philip Roth. Herbert Gold, James Jones,.Gore 
VidaL Jerome Weidman and Irving Wallace. • 


Of course the spring's major nonfiction work. 


William Manchester's =The Death - of a President," 
currently being -serialized, will overshadow other 
Items in that field. 


In March the fiction "will include Rosten's "A 


Most Private Intrigue" (Atheneum). The author of 
popular books about Hyman Kaplan and Captain 
Newman has turned this time to a theme of the Iron 
Curtain and the CIA.

Film Director Eli a K azan Makes Mark 
As Storyteller in '77? e Arrangement' 


The Arrangement. By Elia Kazan. Stein and Day. 


$6.95. 


"This is a story told about himself bv a man who 


purposely hit the skids and went down all the \vay— 
after becoming, in the early 40s. the epitome of the 
hot-shot business man. 


He was known as Eddie Anderson, but that was 


an Americanization of the name his Greek immigrant 
father, bestowed upon him. He made a lot of money 
as an advertising executive, and got his kicks out of 
writing magazine articles on the side. He had a pro- 
per •wife and a string of cute mistresses. He was rid- 
ing high, drinking hard and living it up. 


But there was a sort of time bomb within him. 


His rug-merchant father—ironically, a financial fail- 
ure because of a bad investment—had drilled into 
his unwilling mind and the need for financial success. 
Now. 
having made money_he was about to discover 


that he hated his life, that he had became "every- 
thing I set out in life not to be." He was a success- 
ful fake. 


What touched off his trouble was a new mistress 


who made him forget the others. She was a self- 
made tramp (just short of being promiscuous, be- 
cause she lived with ounly one man at a time) who 
jolted him into seeing through the hypocricies that 
filled his life. 


In this crisis. Eddie grabbed the bottle and blew 


the works. He left his wife. He quit his job. He chased 
after his mistress. He started doing bizarre things— 
such as kidnapping his dying father from a hospital. 
He went right down to the dregs. 


The narrative is too long (444 pages). It is over- 


laden with bedroom scenes (which range from tragic 
to farcical) but that won't hurt its popularity. 


In this story of a man's deliberate self-destruction 


there are more angles than you will find in a kaleido- 
scope. As its hero goes down the drain with his thumb 
to Iris nose, the author comments unobtrusively on 
the worship of success, on the American male's com- 
pulsive preoccupation with sex. on the fake facades 
of American social and business life, and on the 
more universal human weaknesses of greed, cruelty 
and insincerity. 


Kazan, besides being a famous stage and film 


director, has marked himself as a skilled story-teller. 
His novel is sexy, conversation-sparking, diverting 
and filled with the contemporary equivalent of senti- 
mentality. It is bound to be popular.

The February Plan. By James Hall Roberts. Mor- 


row. $4.95. 


Roberts' novel might be called a hybrid of the 


suspense category. 


One of the elements is the danger of an unsched- 


uled nuclear blast, and another is the threat of a 
handful of superpatriots to change the course of his- 
tory. As is one of the current fashions, the central 
figure is no professional secret agent, but a popular 
writer without the slightest experience in Inter- 
national intrigue. 


His name is Philip Gorman. When the death of 


his son Paul, a lieutenant is reported as an accident, 
be does not believe this. He goes to Japan to find 
eat what actually happened, and runs into a whole 
devil's dance of mystery, lies, chicanery and violence. 


The first thing he uncovers is that his son had 


revolted against some sort of secret project. The 
United States has been setting up a missile base, with 
the quiet cooperation of the Japanese government. 
The technicians for this project have been whisked 
into the country under the cover of a fake electronics 
factory set up by the Central Intelligence Agency. 


After the bare existence of this base has been 


partially exposed to the public, things get even more 
complicated. 


Gorman discovers—as his son had. too late—that 


within the military and intelligence units connected 
with the base, there is a conspiratorial clique plotting 
a totally unauthorized strike at Red China. 


For a rank amateur in the cloak and dagger busi- 


ness. Corman gets into a pretty fantastic series of 
prodigious feats that even a seasoned secret agent 
might fumble. 


The tricky zigzags of the plot stretch out to the 


edge of implausibility. but that's part of the business 
for this category of suspense. If action and tension 
form the ideal for this type of yarn, this one qualifies 
as a slambang entertainment.

The Colonial Empires. By D. K. Fieldhouse. 


Belacorte. S8. 


Tbis is the first \ olume in the projected 35-volume 


Delaeorte World History series, and the debut is 
auspicious. Prof. Fieldhouse. a British historian, has 
managed to examine the phenomenon of colonial 
empires in a remarkably unifying perspective — 
really the first successful effort of this kind. 


He avoids the emotional and nationalistic diver- 


sions and digressions that seem inherent in the sub- 
ject. The result is a vastly informative and thorough- 
ly balanced study which generalizes without over- 
simplifying, documents without tedium, and Io dis- 
passionate without fiabbiness. 


Fieldhouse separates empires before 1815 from 


those established later. The earlier empires were 
mostly plantation and settlement colonies, as in the 
Americas: their successors, created in the dramatic 
shift of world power to the West, were largely con- 
quests that imposed European rule on indigenous 
populations. 


The move to independence marks the first group. 


But as Fieldhouse shows, this was hardly an inevitable 
consummation. It resulted generally from a loosen- 
ing of colonial loyalism — which remained powerful 
for a long time — through changes in relationships 
originating in the home countries: for example, the 
interruption of effective rule of Spain and Portugal. 
the British decision to involve its American colonies 
in continental defense. 


Most of the earlier colonies (and some of the later 


ones) were established not by calculated imperial 
policy, but by private enterprisers and adventurers 
whom the flag followed — sometimes with reluc- 
tance. As to the colonies by conquest in Africa, Asia 
and the Far East, here too Fieldhouse separates fact 
from long-nurtured legends which cast the European 
powers in the role of unrelieved villainy. 


His chapter on the dissolution of empire after 


World War n supplies a corrective — a chapter 
which is ene of the best and most cogent in an excel- 
lent book.

Right Pot for Right Plant: 
Goal of the Wise Gardner 


BY KATHERINE B. WALKER 


We-usually think of repotting a plant in terms 


of giving it more room for its roots. Some must be 
repotted into larger pots every few months; some 
may not need to be shifted for several years. But 
when" you move a plant into a new pot. consider not 
only.its "root system, but also the overall size of the 
plant Even though its roots may be comfortable, the 
plant may not look right in the wrong size pot. 


"Few things look sillier'than a tiny little ptent in 


a huge pot This is obvious even to someone com- 
pletely lacking in an artistic sense of design and 
balance. Yet all of us are at one time or another 
guilty of- an equally great error—keeping a huge 
pfant in a ridiculously small container. The old rule- 
of-thumb that a container should be one-third the 
height of the plant within it (or one-fourth to two- 
fifths, depending upon which author you are reading) 
never was intended for any robust plants. Plants 
are not static- objects that will-remain forever of a 
size that corresponds pleasingly with their pots: they 
grow up. or out. or both, and you could, weas yourself 
out trying to keep them potted in containers that 
suited them exactly. 


- So, when a plant becomes top-heavy in its pot. 
either actually or just visually, yet it doesn't need 
more root-room, place the pot within another, larger 
one, perhaps a decorative ceramic one. and stuff the 
spa'ce between with sphagum moss or peatmoss to 
hold the smaller pot steady- 


When a plant actually needs a larger pot, shift it 


as soon as is convenient. To do this, grasp the old 
pot across its rim with one hand, invert it. and hold 
the base with the other hand. Bring the pot-rim 
down sharply on a hard surface, and the root-and- 
soil ball will slide out into your hand in one piece. 
In the new, larger pot should be some sort of crock- 
ing material to cover the drainage hole, and enough 
new soil to bring the surfaces of the soil-ball to within 
an inch or so of the pot run. Center the plant in the 
pot fill in around it with fresh soil, tamping it down 
gently as you work. After repotting is done, set the 
pot in water to its rim and leave it until bubbles stop 
rising; set aside to drain before replacing the plant 
in its customary spot.

panels on whizh I would like some vines. Is- there 
anything that is evergreen that would climb t/"S 
without having to be tied? 


A, Lots of things, and the most usual ones are the 


small-leaved philodendron and pothos. When condi- 
tions suit these vines, they will send out air-roots 
from each leaf-node, attaching themselves firmly to 
any surface. However, you may have to tie them 
until they get started. 


Q. I like blue flowers la my indoor garden but 


I can't seem to find anything except African violets. 
Could you suggest something? 


A. Browallia is a fine one. and so is blue sage 


(Eranthemum nervosum). -There is a dwarf agapan- 
thus, suitable in size for indoor use. with blue blooms. 
Star of Bethlehem can be had in blue, and many of 


the bromelaias have flowers with much blue in them, 
Although they display other colors as well. 


Q. You mentioned a Japanese company some time 


ago in one of your articles. Can a foreign nation send 
seeds 'to the United States? If so, please give me 
the address of the company. 


A. The item you refer to wasn't in Indoor Gar- 


dening. Many foreign companies send seeds into 
our country after proper inspection and packing at 
the point of origin. Traffic in seeds is seldom re- 
stricted to any great degree.

Bring Spring Into 
Your Living Room 
By Forcing Blooms

Forcing branches of native shrubs and trees in 


early bloom is one way to bring early spring in 
your home. Experts among members of the N« 
England Wildflower Society do it this way: 


1. Make the bottom cut on a long diagonal so th 


the branch never stands flat against the bottom 
the vase. 


2. Fill the vase with ordinary tap water and doi 


bother to add plant food. 


3. Put the vase with its branches in as cool a 


damp a place as possible for a few days. 


4. Spray the stem and budding leaves once 


twice a day with water or Wiltproof, which reduc 
evaporation from stems and foliage and thus proloE 
the Me.

Recommended plants for forcing are pussy v 


low. flowering fruit trees, including beach plum, sh; 
bush, hobble bush and redbud; early blooming azalt 
such as vaseyi and rhodora. Birch is recommend 
for its leaves, and larch is beautiful. 


Prune in Winter 


Winter is an excellent time for pruning ma 


trees. One reason is that wounds inflicted by su 
trimming have a chance to heal during the m 
growing period. But do not prune such bleeding tr< 
as maples and birch in whiter or early spring 
cause they give out a good deal of sap when cut d 
ing the dormant period. These should be trimmed 
summer. 


In pruning, one purpose should be to remc 


limbs that are disturbing buildings or power lines 


Pruning fruit trees will increase the yield. ] 


portantly, pruning should get rid of dead or disea; 
limbs. 


When you prune, make the cuts at a joint, eve 


and cleanly. If you leave a stump, the wound n 
remain open to infection. 


If you are removing large limbs, be careful not 


tear the bark. To prevent this, undercut aboul 
quarter of the way through the bottom of the li 
before cutting from the top. It will be helpful a 
to reduce the weight of the branch by cutting 
several sections before making the final cut. 


Before cutting large, heavy branches, secure th 


first with a rope so that when they are cut they we 
topple and break small branches on the way to 
ground. 


If the limb you are removing has a diame 


larger than an inch, dress the wound to facilit 
healing. Asphalt mixtures are good and easy to ap] 
Pine tar and Bordeaux mixture are effective. Sc 
copper sulphate. Avoid using common house pa 
which may damage the tissue between the bark , 
wood from which new rings are formed. 


One way to prevent indoor plants from grow 


spindly is to give them less warmth and more hur 
ity and sunshine. 


Lukewarm, or room temperature, is best 


watering plants. Ice cold water can shock a p] 
and set back its growth for weeks. Rain water 
melted and wanned snow-water are best of all.

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Dictator Stalin 
Noted on Feiv 
Soviet Stamps

For the man who was called "Uncle Joe" by many 


Americans during and after World War n. the month 
of March was a time of portent. With the fall of 
Russia's last czar in March. 1917, the political career 
of Joseph Stalin really began. And 14 years ago today 
— March 5, 1953 — it ended. 


Dead at 73 of a cerebral hemorrhage incurred 


four days previously, Stalin's long climb to power 
and ruthless maneuvering to stay_at the top earned 
him the most spectacular funeral Russia has ever 
seen. For sheer numbers of persons participating in 
the funeral procession and afterwards, only the pub- 
lic response to President Kennedy's burial would 
seem comparable. But Stalin had 36 years of high 
level position in which to make an impression on the 
people. 


Kennedy's leadership span was a small fraction of 


that enjoyed by the man who had been dictator over 
more than one-sixth of the world. 


Today, many persons still lament the untimely 


death of our 35th president- Yet a scant three years 
after Premier Stalin — the "man of steel" — depart- 
ed this life, there was such a tidal wave of anti-Stalin- 
ism drenching RussiaTttie Communist Party and Com- 
munist satellite countries, it seemed that nearly every- 
thing which might perpetuate the memory of Stalin 
was to be obliterated. 


Statues were toppled and destroyed. Cities and 


places which bore his name were renamed (a popular 
Russian custom before and after Stalint. The history 
books in Communist countries were rewritten (again) 
and his many intolerant and cruel acts during long 
years of power were laid bare to the world. 


Paradoxically, though, some of the least significant 


tributes to Stalin created when he was number one 
Big Brother survived the tremendous purge and in- 
vective. These are the various postage stamps issued 
which bear his benign-appearing face. Even in this 
department of homage, his stature lias diminished. 
Since a 1953 memoriam issue of Hungary, noting his 
death, subsequent issues have featured Karl Marx 
and Nikolai Lenin. But Joe's picture is conspicuously 
absent. The same is true in other countries, like 
Czechoslovakia, East Germany, Poland, Romania and 
Bulgaria. 


Surprisingly, Stalin's countenance appeared very 


little on the stamps of Russia — even during his peak 
years. The most prominence given him on Soviet 
postage occurred in the several years following his 
death (before the scathing purge). By contrast. Hit- 
ler's vanity screams all through the issues of Ger- 
many from 1938 through 1944. The Schickelgrubsr 
profile was featured on at least 45 different stamps 
of Der Fatherland during that period. 


Key to Effective Defense Is 
Knowledge of Declarer's Hand 


BY ALFRED SHEINWOLD 


The basic rule for defending difficult hands is to 


work out declarer's exact hand. When you have done 
this you know your partner's complete hand also. 
From then on you can defend as though all of the 
cards were face up on the table. 


Naturally, ..the earlier you can accomplish this 


task the more effective your defense will be. After 
all, if you work out the entire hand at Trick 13. it is 
too late to do anything except cry. If you can work 
out the entire hand at the first or second trick 
(which is often surprisingly easy! you can defend 
throughout to perfection. 


In some hands you can work out the complete 


hand a trick or two earlier than your partner—either 
because your cards tell you something that your 
partner doesn't know or because you are (of course) 
a better player than your partner. Whatever the 
reason, you must try to pass the word on to your 
partner so that he also will know the complete hand 
at the earliest possible moment. 


The process is entertainingly described in Don 


Von Eisner's new paperback, "Ace of Spies." the 
latest suspense story about Jake Winkman, a pro- 
fessional bridge player and amateur detective.

started with seven clubs. It is also clear that South 
held only three spades since otherwise he would have 
ruffed a low spade before drawing dummy's trumps. 
There is room for three red cards in the South hand. 


The nest step, is a bit harder: South"? three red 


cards are all in one suit. K South held a singleton 
heart, for example, he would start by leading the 
heart to dummy's ace and would ruff a heart. He 
would lead a trump to dummy's nine to ruff another 
heart; and another trump to dummy's king to ruff a 
third low heart. This would establish dummy's last 
heart for the twelfth trick that declarer obviously 
needs. 


What's so obvious about needing a twelfth trick? 


South is known to hare seven club tricks. If South 
had a twelfth trick, such as a red king, he would ba 
claiming bis contract Instead of playing the hand out. 


East eaa. go ona stejr further. South's threa red 
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cards must be diamonds. If South had three hearts 
and no diamonds, West would have a strong seven- 
card diamond suit, and he would have bid one or 
two" diamonds instead of keeping quiet. 


East must hope that South's three diamonds are 


not headed by the queen-jack. If South has the 
material for a finesse, he will eventually take the 
finesse and it will work. So East knows declarer's 
exact holding in spades and clubs, and proceeds on 
the assumption that South holds nothing better than 
Q-x-x of diamonds. 


Much of the same information is available to 


West as soon as East discards on the third round of 
clubs. West then knows about the seven clubs, the 
three spades, and the 3-0 distribution in the red 
suits. But West doesn't know whether South h?s 
Q-x-x in hearts or in diamonds. 


It is up to East to fill in the picture for his part- 


ner. Winkman tries to do this by discarding the 
seven of diamonds at his first opportunity. His next 
two discards will be the four and deuce of hearts. 
The information is sure to come in time since West 
can easily spare one more spade, one heart and one 
diamond before feeling any pressure at all. There 
is a further reason for making these discards as 
early as possible. West knows that East has several 
comfortable spade discards, and East must therefore 
have a very important reason for making these other 
discards first. If West is a thoughtful player, he will 
try to work out his partner's reason—and then he 
will know the entire hand, just as East does. 


Alas for science! Wrest noticed only the se\en of 


diamonds and closed her (yes, West was of the female 
persuasion) eyes to the next two discards. At the 
tenth trick. West was down to king-jack in each red 
suit and threw away the jack of diamonds, relying on 
the seven of diamonds to show strength in that suit 
in the East hand. South made his slam, and all of 
Winkman's trouble went for naught. 


There is a moral to this little tale. If you read 


this article, and others like it, to your children, don't 
expect too much from the girls. You can read a course 
to daughter, but you can't make her think.

Birffi Control in the Fox Valley 
Catholics Nearing Time fo Decide on 'The

A >oung couple walked down 


the steps of the rectory, bewil- 
dered at what a voathful priest 
had said moments before. 


The Catholic cleric told the 


pair they shouldn't have qualms 
of conscience o\er using "the 
pill" in their marital life. Many 
pnesis would term the advice 
'"irresponsible" and label the 
cleric as a "renegade." 


But for the young couple, who 


had been brought up in tradi- 
tional 
Catholic 
thought 
and 


hadn't felt the church's pulse in 
recent years, that priest's words 
signalled that something new 
was happening in the church. 


The official Roman stance has 


not changed. Nor is it anticipat- 
ed that Pope Paul VI will make 
a pronouncement on birth con- 
trol in the near future. 


However, in the past four 


years, the practical advice giv- 
en to married couples in face-to- 
fa$e consultations with parish 


priests, either in confession or 
ir. private counseling, has radi- 
cally changed. 


Pnor to the arrival of the pill, 


most priests would deny absolu- 
tion to penitents who would not 
promise to stop practicing birth 
control through artificial means. 
Devices which prevented con- 
ception 
were 
strongly con- 


demned because they ' frus- 
trated" the marital act and thus 
went against naural law. 


Certain Conditions 


The pill has altered that 


thinking. Few priests will use 
the natural law argument and 
one Fox Cities priest claimed 
that fewer yet would refuse 
absolution. 


In fact, another priest esti- 


mated that more than half of 
the young parish priests in the 
Fox Valley would permit the 
us« of the pill under certain 
conditions. 


However, no "responsible" 


priest wou!d give a blanket 
erdorsement of the use of the 
pill by married couples, recent- 
ly interviewed Fox Cities priests 
feel. 


Tne pill is not considered an 


evil in itself by most Catholic 
clergymen. "Intent" comes into 
play in determining the moral- 
ity of the use of the birth 
control drug. 


Many priests okay the pill if 


the intent is to regulate a 
menstrual period. Others ap- 
prove 
its 
use 
in cases of 


'"severe emotional distress bor- 
dering on mental illness." Their 
guiding light is the principle of 
double effect, where the preven- 
tion of conception is the second- 
ary, not the prime, result. 


Very few would permit the 


pill to be used primarily as a 
birth control device. But their 
numbers are increasing as some 
theologians label the traditional 
Church ban on artificial birth 
control "doubtful." And the long 


standinc rule of thumb for 
moralists is that a doubtful lav. 
does not bind.
